WASHINGTON fAP> — Presi­ 
dent Nixon polished his special 
economic report to 
the nation 
today as reports of rising unem­ 
ployment. faltering profits and 
high interest rates continued to 
mount. 


One government report Mon­

disclosed 
m anufacturer’s 
profits dropped to their lowest 
level in 2 12 years because of the 
economic squeeze. And a re­ 
gional Federal Reserve Bank 
described the downturn as a 
mild recession. 


Nixon closeted himself in his 
hideaway office next door to the 
White House Monday to work on 
the report, scheduled to be de­ 
livered to the nation at noon 
Wednesday (EDT).

Strike Possible 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
battle to reform the nation’s 
postal system and fatten each 
mailman’s wallet is opening in 
the 
House 
today 
under 
the 
threat of another 
nationwide 
mail strike. 


James H. Rademacher, presi­ 
dent of the National Association 
of 
Letter Carriers, 
predicted 
Monday the House will pass the 
landmark legislation this week. 
But he warned: 


“If the House rejects the bill 
there definitely will be a strike 
next week.” 


At the same time, Rademach­ 
er said there wiU be “hit and 
run” walkouts in the states of 
senators who participate in a 
threatened filibuster when the 
legislation goes to the Senate. 


“When the senators start talk­ 
ing.” he said in an interview, 
"we start walking.” 


After 
a 
New 
York 
local 
threatened to strike last week, 
Rademacher 
notified national 
letter carrier leaders that he 
will ask for authority to call a 
nationwide strike if the House 
defeats the reform and pay 
raise legislation. 


The legislation would turn the 
mails over to an independent 
U.S. Postal Service aimed 
at 
putting them on a self-paying 
basis by 1978 and would boost 
mailmen’s salaries 8 per cent 
retroactive to April 18. 


The major House fights are 
expected over potential com pul» 
sory union membership for post« 
al workers under the new sys­ 
tem, and the retroactive pay.

The Federal Reserve Bank of 
Minneapolis broke with its par­ 
ent Federal Reserve Board and 
11 sister banks by calling the 
current economic downturn a 
recession. 


The Minneapolis bank said in 
its

report 
that Minnesota and its neighbor­ 
ing states are “feeling the ef­ 
fects of the mild recession cur­ 
rently in progress in the nation 
as mainy business indicators are 
displaying characteristics of a 
downturn.** 


A White House economist, ap­ 
pearing before a congressional 
hearing, predicted no decline in 
interest rates or unemployment 
for the remainder of the year. 


Herbert Stein, a member of 
the Council of Economic Advis­ 
ers, said the 5 per cent unem­ 
ployment rate should continue 
and "rates of interest will de­ 
cline but a little.” 


However, he said, “We be­ 
lieve the rate of inflation will be 
subsiding in this yeair.” 


The Minneapolis bank's de­ 
scription of the current econom­ 
ic situation as a mild recession 
is not likely to spread among 
other reports by federal agen­ 
cies since the administration 
has studiously avoided using the 
word. 


Inquest Findings 
Lower Popularity 
Of Sen. Kennedy 


NEW YORK (AP) — Since 
the publication, of the Chappa- 
ciuiddick inquest findings, public 
opinion nationwide has taken a 
decisive turn against Sen. Ed­ 
ward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., the 
Louis Harris survey reports 


By 53 to 23 per cent, a majori­ 
ty of 1.287 households queried 
oetween May 8 and 10 agreed 
with the judge’s final opinion, 
“doubting Uliat 
Sen. 
Edward 
Kennedy turned on the dirt road 
by mistake on his way back to 
tt» mainland” and finding that 
“the senator’s driving probably 
contributed” to the death of 
Mary Jo Kopechne, the survey 
stated. 


It added that the number who 
say they “respect Ted Kennedy 
less" has increased from 28 per 
cen/t immediately after the acci­ 
dent last July to 43 per cent lasit 
month, the survey states. 


The loss of respect ranged 
from 9 per cent among blacks to 
34 per cent among Roman Cath­ 
olics to 55 per cent among 'the 
college educated, Harris said in 
a report distributed by the Chi­ 
cago Tribune-New York News 
Syndicate, Inc. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Local 
draft boards concerned with fill­ 
ing their monthly quotas often

vice. according to a civilian 
panel. 


Some Not Fitted 


The panel, appointed to study 
the Army prison system and 
composed of six noted penolo­ 
gists, said it found many draf­ 
tees in Army stockades “who 
were clearly not fitted for mili­ 
tary service. 


“The committee is well aware 
of the fact that some local 
boards, having trouble filling 
their quotas, draft youths with 
physical and mental inadequa­ 
cies, and sometimes with severe 
personality and character de­ 
fects that doom them to almost 
certain failure in the Army.” 


No specific figures were given 
on how many young men might 
be in this category. 


Told To Identify Unfit 
In its report, released Monday 
by the Pentagon, the panel rec­ 
ommended the Army concen­ 
trate on rapidly identifying the 
unfit and unsuitable and dis­ 
charging them before they get 
into trouble. 


The panel said stockade pris­ 
oners who were drafted make 
up about 36 per cent of the total 
Army prison population of about 
7,000. Draftees constitute 54 per 
cent of the Army. 


The great majority—between 
80 to 90 per cent—of Army pris­ 
oners are charged or convicted 
of being absent without leave, 
the panel said. Of these, many 
were unstable and unable to 
withstand the tensions of mili­ 
tary life. 


Addicts In Stockade 
Other stockade prisoners in­ 
cluded “a great variety of phys­ 
ical, mental and emotional mis­ 
fits, sex deviants, drug addicts 
and others who were clearly un­ 
fit for military service.” the 
panel reported in its 133-page 
report to Secretary of the Army 
Stanley R. Resor. 


recommendations for prison re­ 
form, noted prisoners who need 
medical 
cr 
psychiatric 
help 
have trouble getting it because 
none of the Army’s 23 stockades 
have hospital wards. And it said 
few post hospitals have separate 
wards and are thus reluctant to 
treat stockade inmates. 


Stockades Outdated 


The panel called the Army’s 
stockades outdated and over­ 
crowded and run by officers and 
enlisted men with little or 
training in penology. 


It also cited a lack of pro­ 
grams to handle, train and re­ 
habilitate prisoners for the fu­ 
ture. 


In releasing the report, the 
Army noted it has begun train­ 
ing 2,000 specialists in a new 
penology course and plans to 
spend $8 million for new stock­ 
ade instruction at four Army 
posts.

On the surface, the decision

Draft law provides for exemp­ 
tion from military service of 
men who “by reason of religious 
training and belief” oppose par­ 
ticipation “ in wrar in any form.” 
In 1965, the Supreme Court— 
in the landmark United States 
vs. Seeger case—ruled that an 
objector need not believe in the 
traditional concept of God, but 
only in some overriding princi­ 
ple holding a similar place in 
his life.

More Leeway 
The court decision appeared 
to give those seeking conscien­ 
tious objector status more lee­ 
way to defend their claims, for 
it accepted Welsh’s arguments 
based on “political, sociological 
or philosophical views.’* 


T^e law, as mitten, specifi­ 
cally excluded those as grounds 
of conscientious objection. 


The Supreme Court, however, 
said that clause does not rule 
out people with strong opinions 
about such matters, as long as 
their pacifist views are held 
with “religious” fervor, as re­ 
quired by the Seeger decision. 


In 1965, the coui-t suggested 
that Its new guideline—belief 
similar in strength to ti-aditional 
religion—would pi-ovide a test

Walkathon 


When students througrhout the nation back 
in April held the first “Earth Day” observance 
in protest of environmental pollution there were 
skeptics who expressed the thoug'ht that “Earth 
Day” was just a one time phenomenon, tliat it 
was a “fad’* that would pass as students weren’t 
really concerned about the envii*onment as much 
as they were about having an excuse to protest 
and demonstrate. 


Since then, there haven’t been any more 
massive demonsti*ations, but smaller activities 
have indicated that “Earth Day” wasn’t a one­ 
time event. 


One of those activities was held Sunday in 
Delta County when about 100 students of Bay 
de Noc Community College, some of their par­ 
ents and several members of the college faculty 
walked to Gladstone and on the way picked up 
the accumulation of debris and garbage along 
the shoulders of U.S. 2 and 41. The student 
**walkattion” was sponsored by Escanaba busi­ 
nessmen who sponsored walkers with financial 
contributions which will be applied to the cost of 
a fountain in a downtown rest area, but the idea 
originated with the students. And next year, the 
walkathon is being planned just to accomplish 
the cleanup part of the project.

It Is this type of activity which should be 
encouraged among the young and the old seg­ 
ments of society — a peaceful protest with a 
constructive result. It was appropriate that the 
walkathon came on Flag Day. 


Many of the demonstrations and protests 
by young people today are merely demonstra­ 
tions and protests; that is simply complaints 
without suggestions or actions for resolution of 
tihe problem. Demonstrators often make de­ 
mands without making sacrifices. And when 
young people do that, it’s difficult for the de­ 
mands to be recognized as much more than mob 
blackmail. “Give us what we want, or we’ll bum 
down the building.” Even if the “demands” have 
somte validity, that type of approach “turns off’* 
the “establishment” just as quickly as thouglits 
of the “establishment” will “turn off” the young 
people. 


The approach of the Bay de Noc Community 
College group is much more reasonable. It draws 
attention to a problem without becoming a 
problem in itself. Who could detail today, for 
example, the reason or reasons behind the cam­ 
pus disturi)ances at San Francisco State, Colum­ 
bia or any of the other schools where problems 
developed? Not very many. At the same time, 
many p^ple could bark out a list of colleges 
where violence erupted. 


If demonstrations and protests ai^ to suc­ 
ceed, they must focus attention on the reason 
for protest or concern. Tlie students of Bay Col­ 
lege who walked the 10 miles from Escanaba to 
Gladstone picking up litter Sunday showed they 
are sincerely concerned about the environment. 
The attention was directed at the problem, not 
at the walkers. 


When students take this approach, all so­ 
ciety benefits.

Shocked and angered, he filed 
a damage suit against Grace, demanding com­ 
pensation for the mental anguish she had inflict­ 
ed upon him. 


However, the court tui*ned down the broth­ 
er’s claim. A^^atever his moral rights may be, 
said the court, he had no legal right to be present 
at the burial. 


Generally speaking, the final “say” about 
a funeral belongs to the surviving spouse — or, 
in the death of a child, to the surviving parents. 
This includes not only choosing the place of bur­ 
ial, but also fixing the time for the proceedings. 


Further, it includes even the method of 
burial. In one case, a farmer buried his infant 
son in a crude wooden box which he had put 
together himself. Indignant relatives and neigh­ 
bors had him arrested on a charge of failing to 
provide a decent burial. However, a court found 
no basis for the charge. 


“What would be regarded as entirely proper 
by one might be regarded as altogether unsuit­ 
able by another,” said the judge. “No rule can 
well l>e formulated.” 


It may be a different story, however, when 
someone takes on an affirmative obligation to 
handle the funeral in a particular manner. This 
is the kind of obligation an undertaker owes to­ 
ward his customer. Thus: 


An undertaker went ahead with a burial 
before the family of the deceased had arrived 
at the cemetery. When the family later haled 
him into court, he pointed out that they had ar­ 
rived after the appointed time. Nevertheless, he 
also conceded that the burial was not supposed 
to take place except in their presence. 


Under these circumstances, the court or­ 
dered the undertaker to pay damages. The judge 
said: 


“ (He) was guilty of a callous assault upon 
the sensibilities and feelings of the bereaved.”

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Walkathon 


When students throughout the nation bach 
in April held the first “Earth Day’’ observance 
in protest of environmental pollution there were 
skeptics who expressed the thought that “Earth 
Day” was just a one time phenomenon, that it 
was a “fad” that would pass as students weren’t 
really concerned about the environment as much 
as they were about having an excuse to protest 
and demonstrate. 
Since then, there haven’t been any more 
massive demonstrations, but smaller activities 
have indicated that “Earth Day” wasn’t a one­ 
time event. 
One of those activities was held Sunday in 
Delta County when about IOO students of Bay 
de Noc Community College, some of their par­ 
ents and several members of the college faculty 
walked to Gladstone and on the way picked up 
the accumulation of debris and garbage along 
the shoulders 
of U.S. 2 and 
41. The 
student 
“walkathon” was sponsored by Escanaba busi­ 
nessmen who sponsored walkers with financial 
contributions which will be applied to the cost of 
a fountain in a downtown rest area, but the idea 
originated with the students. And next year, the 
walkathon is being planned just to accomplish 
the cleanup part of the project. 
★

It is this type of activity which should be 
encouraged among the young and the old seg­ 
ments of society — a peaceful protest with a 
constructive result. It was appropriate that the 
walkathon came on Flag Day. 
Many of the demonstrations and protests 
by young people today are merely demonstra­ 
tions and protests; that is simply complaints 
without suggestions or actions for resolution of 
tfrie problem. Demon st rators often make de­ 
mands without making 
sacrifices. And 
when 
young people do that, it’s difficult for the de­ 
mands to be recognized as much more than mob 
blackmail. “Give us what we want, or we’ll burn 
down the building.” Even if the “demands” have 
some validity, that type of approach “turns off” 
the “establishment” just as quickly as thoughts 
of the “establishment” will “turn off” the young 
people. 
The approach of the Bay de Noc Community 
College group is much more reasonable. It draws 
attention to a problem without becoming a 
problem in itself. Who could detail today, for 
example, the reason or reasons behind the cam­ 
pus disturbances at San Francisco State, Colum­ 
bia or any of the other schools where problems 
developed? Not very many. At the same time, 
many people could bark out a list of colleges 
where violence erupted. 
If demonstrations and protests are to suc­ 
ceed, they must focus attention on the reason 
for protest or concern. Tile students of Bay Col­ 
lege who walked the IO miles from Escanaba to 
Gladstone picking up litter Sunday showed they 
are sincerely concerned about the environment. 
The attention was directed at the problem, not 
at the walkers. 
When students take this approach, all so­ 
ciety benefits.

Right To Attend Funeral 
Within hours after her husband died, Grace 
received a long distance telephone call from his 
brother. 
“Please hold off the funeral until I get 
there,” he said. 
But Grace made him no promises. In fact, 
the funeral was already over by the time the 
brother arrived. Shocked and angered, he filed 
a damage suit against Grace, demanding com­ 
pensation for the mental anguish she had inflict­ 
ed upon him. 
However, the court turned down the broth­ 
er’s claim. Whatever his moral rights may be, 
said the court, he had no legal right to be present 
at the burial. 
Generally speaking, the final “say” about 
a funeral belongs to the surviving spouse — or, 
in the death of a child, to the surviving parents. 
This includes not only choosing the place of bur­ 
ial, but also fixing the time for the proceedings. 
Further, it includes even the method of 
burial. In one case, a farmer buried his infant 
son in a crude wooden box which he had put 
together himself. Indignant relatives and neigh­ 
bors had him arrested on a charge of failing to 
provide a decent burial. However, a court found 
no basis for the charge. 
“What would be regarded as entirely proper 
by one might be regarded as altogether unsuit­ 
able by another,” said the judge. “No rule can 
well be formulated.” 
Tt may l>e a different story, however, when 
someone takes on an affirmative obligation to 
handle the funeral in a particular manner. This 
Is the kind of obligation an undertaker owes to­ 
ward his customer. Thus: 
An undertaker went ahead with a burial 
before the family of the deceased had arrived 
at the cemetery. When the family later haled 
him into court, he pointed out that they had ar­ 
rived after the appointed time. Nevertheless, he 
also conceded that the burial was not supposed 
to take place except in their presence. 
Under these circumstances, the court or­ 
dered the undertaker to pay damages. The judge 
said: 
“ (Ile) was guilty of a callous assault upon 
the sensibilities and feelings of the bereaved.” 


Peninsula Potpourri 


Thanks to cooperative efforts of farmers, 
a paper manufacturer and agencies at three levels 
of government, winter driving conditions on M- 
94 in Alger County should improve in a few 
years. All played a role in the planting of 15,009 
small red pines and white spruce trees along 
nearly five miles of the highway where snow 
blowing from open fields frequently piles up 
and makes driving difficult. Snow removal costs 
along highways in the county are almost the 
highest in the state.

May said that right now, “no 
developed country has a higher 
number of specifically planned 
cities than the Soviet Union.” In 
the United States, he said, “con­ 
tinued urban sprawl is regarded 
as inevitable, and only a frac­ 
tion of new urban residents wiU 
be 
accommodated 
in 
new 
towns.” 


What would it be like to live in 
one at the “new cities” foreseen 
by the U.N. planner? 


There would be no “degrading 
effects on its occupants and on 
the natural resources of the ter­ 
ritory it occupies, “May said. 
He added that the location of 
work and leisiu’e facilities would 
be carefully laid out to •‘offer 
the maximum of human conven­ 
ience, comfort, pleasure and 
peace of mind, with minimum 
congestion, health hazards and 
other disturbing influences.” 


Advances in communication

May said one necessary evil 
in the daily life of today’s city, 
habitual use of the lU'ivate autcv 
mobile, would be virtually elim­ 
inated.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
word “recycle” is becoming rel­ 
atively common today in the vo* 
cabulary of American business, 
but the word is really just a la­ 
bel for an old, old problem: 


You really can’t throw any­ 
thin? away anymore: you never 
could, either, because there is 
Bo “away.’' 


Countryside Littered 
Man has tried, of course, be­ 
cause the countryside is littered 
with automobile hulks, 
cans, 
tires, bottles, newspapers and 
other assorted trash that was 
discarded. But this is merely 
mute evidence of failure. 


State Qualifies 
For Federal Law 
Enforcement Fund 


LANSING (AP) - Michigan 
has qualified for $7.81 million in 
federal funds for support of 
law 
enforcement 
programs 
throughout the state. 


Gov. William Milliken report­ 
ed department of justice ap> 
proval of the state’s law en­ 
forcement personnel, crime pre­ 
vention. prevention and control 
of juvenile delinquency, improv­ 
ing detention and apfir^ension 
flf criminals and improvement 
of prosecution, court activiUet 
ind law reform.

Glass companies are trying to 
make old bottles useful and 
have determined that they may 
be gi’ound and recycled as an 
ingredient of highways rather 
than as litter along them. Same 
with rubber tires. 


Not certain any more that 
their responsibility ends with 
the successful use of their prod­ 
ucts, can makers are attempt­ 
ing to set up reclamation sys­ 
tems for their products after the 
contents have been drained. 


Cans Being Picked Up 
Reynolds Metals learned from 
a pilot program in Los Angeles 
that the public, when offered ^ 
cent for an old aluminum can, 
will wiUingly help clear away 
litter. Expansimi into 17 st^ites 
is set for this year. 


A rival manufacturer, Kaiser 
Aluminum & Chemical, recently 
announced a recycling program 
in the San Francisco Bay Area 
that 
offers 
individuals 
and 
groups 10 cents a pound for all­ 
aluminum cans. 


Kaiser’s cost estimates sug­ 
gest that the problem of litter 
not only is an unsightly one but 


terribly wasteful. M.D. Eisele, 
chairman of the project, esti­ 
mates that $1 mUlion in cans is 
tossed away in the Bay Area 
each year. 


Other Firms Active 


The makers of steel cans also 
are active. Continental Can Co. 
recently supplied 30 tons of 
scrap beer cans to a National 
Steel Corp. facility in Weirton, 
W.Va., where they were mixed 
with other ingredients to pro­ 
duce steel sheets. 


The expo'iment was made in 
an attempt to overcome some of 
the problems of using scrap, 
such as contamination from oth­ 
er metals and from the enamels 
and paints applied to attract the 
eye of retail customers.

At U-M Undecided 
On Campaigning

Court Rejects Damage Suits In Ship Mishap

“they do offer encouragement 
that widespread use of tlie vac­ 
cine among children may ulti­ 
mately eliminate the disease as 
a threat to unborn babies.”

When stu dents thmu srhou i the nation back 
in April held the first “Earth Day” observance 
in protest of environmental pollu tion there were 
sk eptics who expressed the thou ght that “Earth 
Day’* was .lu st a one time plienomenon, that it 
was a “fad” that wou ld pass as stu dents weren’t 
really concerned alx)u t the envinmment as mu ch 
as they were alwu t having an excu se to protest 
and demonstrate. 
Since then, there haven’t been any more 
massive demonstrations, bu t smaller activities 
have indicated that “Earth Day” wasn’t a one­ 
time event. 
One of those activities was held Su nday in 
Delta Cou nty when abou t 100 stu dents of Day 
de Noc Commu nity College, some of their pm- 
ents and several members of the college facu lty 
walk ed to Gladstone and on the way pick ed u p 
the accu mu lation of debris and garbage along 
the shou lders of tk S. 2 and 41. The stu dent 
“walk athon” was sponsored by Escanaba bu si­ 
nessmen who sponsored walk ers with financial 
contribu tions whicli will I>e applied to the cost of 
a fou ntain in a downtown rest area, bu t the idea 
originated with the stu dents. And next year, the 
walk athon is being planned ju st to accomplish 
the cleanu p part of the project.

It is this type of activity wiiich shou ld he 
encou raged among the you ng and the old seg­ 
ments of society — a peacefu l protest with a 
constru ctive resu lt. It wiis appropriate that the 
walk athon came on Flag Day. 
Many of the demonstrations and protests 
by you ng people today are merely demonstra­ 
tions and protests; that is simply complaints 
withou t su ggestions or actions for resolu tion of 
t^e problem. Demonstrators often mak e de­ 
mands withou t mak ing saciifices. And 
w'hen 
you ng people do that, it’s difficu lt for the de­ 
mands to be recognized as mu ch more than mob 
black mail. “Give u s what we want, or we’ll bu rn 
down the bu ilding.” Even if the “demands” have 
some validity, that t.\T)e of approach “tu rns off” 
the “establishment” ju st as q u ick ly as thou glits 
of the “establishment” will “tu rn off” the you ng 
people. 
The appiT>ach of the Bay de Noc Commu nity 
College grou p is mu ch more reasonable. It draw s 
attention to a problem withou t becoming a 
problem in itself. Who cou ld detail today, for 
example, the reason or reasons behind the cam­ 
pu s distu rbances at San Francisco State, Colu m­ 
bia or any of the other schools w'here problems 
developed? Not very many. At the same time, 
many people cou ld bark ou t a list of colleges 
where violence eru pted. 
If demonstrations and protests are to su c­ 
ceed, they mu st focu s attention on the reason 
for protest or concern. Tlie stu dents of Bay Col­ 
lege who w^alk ed the 10 miles from Escanaba to 
Gladstone pick ing u p litter Su nday showed they 
are sincerely concerned abou t the environment. 
The attention w'as directed at the problem, not 
at the w^alk ers. 
When stu dents tak e this approach, all so­ 
ciety benefits.

Right To Attend Fu neral 
Within hou rs after her hu sband died, Grace 
received a long distance telephone call from his 
brother. 
“Please hold off the fu neral u ntil I get 
there,” he said. 
Bu t Grace made him no promises. In fact, 
the fu neral w'as already over by the time the 
brother arrived. Shock ed and angered, he filed 
a damage su it against Grace, demanding com­ 
pensation for the mental angu ish she had inflict­ 
ed u pon him. 
However, the cou rt tu rned down the broth­ 
er’s claim. Whatever his moral rights may be, 
said the cou rt, he had no legal right to be present 
at the bu rial. 
Generally speak ing, the final “say” abou t 
a fu neral belongs to the su rviving spou se — or, 
in the death of a child, to the su rviving parents. 
This inclu des not only choosing the place of bu r­ 
ial, bu t also fixing the time for the proceedings. - 
Fu rther, it inclu des even the method of 
bu rial. In one case, a farmer bu ried his infant 
son in a cru de w-ooden box which he had pu t 
together himself. Indignant relatives and neigh­ 
bors had him araested on a charge of failing to 
provide a decent bu rial. However, a cou rt fou nd 
no basis for the charge. 
“WTiat w'ou ld be regarded as entirely proper 
by one might be regarded as altogether u nsu it­ 
able by another,” said the ju dge. “No ru le can 
well l>e formu lated.” 
It may be a different story, how^ever, wdien 
someone tak es on an affiiTnative obligatk )n to 
handle the fu neral in a particu lar manner. This 
Is the k ind of obligation an u ndertak er ow’es to­ 
ward his cu stomer. Thu s: 
An u ndertak er w^ent ahead wu 'th a bu iial 
before the family of the deceased had arrived 
at the cemetery. When the family later haled 
him into cou rt, he pointed ou t that they had ar­ 
rived after the appointed time. Nevertheless, he 
also conceded that the bu rial w'as not su pposed 
to tak e place except in their presence. 
Under these circu mstances, the cou rt or­ 
dered the u ndertak er to pay damages. The ju dge 
said: 
“ (He) w^as gu ilty of a callou s assau lt u pon 
the sensibilities and feelings of the bereaved.”
